ARMY OF TANKS ADVANCE 


Pedestrians Stopped By Armed 


Men and Searched. 


DUBLIN. —- Ireland YirtuaHy 


was in a state of seJge Saturday 
night. 


British troops with fixed bay- 


onets patrolled outskirts of Dub- 
lin and other cities, challenging 
all automobiles, carriages and 
foot travellers. Every person en- 
tering the city was searched. 
Troops examined 
motor cars 


and carriages with scrupulous 
care, even removing cushions 
and inspecting tires. 


The cordon 
of troops wcr« 


thrown about Dublin early Sat- 
urday. Detachments patrolled 
every road leading into the city 
as well as in the city limits. Troops 
prodded hay wagons coming in to 
the city wjth their bayonets. Street 
cars were stopped whU* patrols in- 
spected tUe passengers.

After peace was declared a movement was 


started to make this plan a permanent institu- 
tion in our country, but it was defeated. Now, 
various comaiuniies are endeavoring to con- 
tinue it on then own account and a movement 
has been started in Lima to adopt it. 


The plan, when its adoption and operation 


depends on separate communities, cannot be 
expected -to be successful.

In History of Fields. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. — Ok- 


lahoma is about to stage one ot the 
greatest "comebacks" in the history 
ol crude oil, according to experts 
who have watched ths Oklahoma 
fields since their birth.
